We had oar flrst serious 
encounter with this new an welcome visi- 
tor about twelve o'clock to-day, lit which 
hour a steady rainfall began to descend, 
which within half an hour increased to 
a drenching downpour. For an hour 
or more the water came down in tor- 
rents, drenching the poor people who now 
dwell in rudely-constructed 
huts or 


tents. 
The occupaata of large army 
tents, howerer.escaped all inconrenleiice, 
though it Is argued that a continuance of 
heavy rain will not leave them unscathed. 
This was especially noticeable on the 
Battery grounds, where most of the 
tents were provided with floors and 
have had ditches dug around them. 
The prospect for to-night Is doubtful, for 
though the sky at present la somewhat 
leas cloudy, the atmosphere ia damp and 
chilly. We are oa the threshold ot the 
rainy season, and the future in this re- 
spect la not encouraging. It would be a 
great boon If a supply of rubber ponchos 
could be furnished as a covering for the 
tents. 


The Earthquake no Bespeoter oi Per- 


cent—New TorkBoliel Committee. 


Nicw YORK, Sept. 10.—At a meeting of 


the Charleston Belief Committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce yesterday Mr. 
Clyde reported that the captain of the 
Delaware, who wns an eye witness to the 
scenes of suffering and misery during 
the first four days of the earthquake at 
Charleston, described 
the misery ns 


touching in the extreme. The captain 
said that but one-hull of the particulars 
had- been told. The general accounts 
have been published, bnt they did not 
state the ways in which the people 
suffer, especially that the earthquake 
stinck at all, rich and poor alike. Peo- 
ple well-to-do, having plenty of stores 
and supplies ou hand, were cnt off from 
their kitchens and cellars by the danger 
attending an entrance luto the dwelling 
houses, hence there were delicately nur- 
tured people, without food and halt 
naked, forced to remain ont exposed to 
the deadly night air. For the four days 
the Delaware lay in the harbor the cap- 
tain hud his ship lull every night of suf- 
ferers. He led all he could in the day- 
time. The great need now was money to 
buy supplies of food. 


The tent committee reported that the 


Acting Secretary of the Navy had notified 
them that there was a large amount of 
condemned canvas on hand in the depart- 
ment, which would be at the disposal ol 
the committee. The mayor of Charles- 
ton will be notified at once of this fact. 
Mr. V. Moors was added to the sub-com- 
mittee on Charleston sufferers and made 
chairman. Additional subscriptions of 
96,012 were reported, making the amount 
823,070.
